The alcoholic habit is a 
drain on the slender purse of 
meagrely paid workman and the dire 
results are far-reaching. The wife be- 
comes a martyr to the hysband’s 
habits, and the children degenerate. 
They are born with a tendency to 
epileptic fits, scrofula and idiocy, 
thereby filling the whole country with 
undesirable citizens. The papers are 
constantly filled with the cold-blooded 
crimes that are nightly taking place 
in Paris alone. These degeneraté off- 
spring of the imbibers of absinthe 
are called “apzeches.”’ Usually they 
are young fellows from 17 to 30 years 
old—small in stature, slight and far 
from athletic looking. 

Their Manner of Attack. 

Their manner of attack is always 
underhand; a warning Is seldom giveh 
to their victim and their habit is to 
slip quietly up to a person from be- 
hind and without a word, plunge a 
knife in his back. Sometimes a life 
has been sacrificed for the sake of a 
few pence; @nd again amd again the 
court trials have brought out the fact 
that the apache has killed for no other 
reason than a desire to shed blood. 
These degenerates are not of one sex. 
The women apaches are as savage and 
unmerciful toward: their victims as 
the men. All of them carry weapons, 
generally a long Knife, and when 
aroused to a frenzy they are the most 
barbarous creatures that a civilized 
country ever harbored. 

The great doctor,.Prof. Hayen, says 
it is useless to strugglé against that 
dread disease, tuberculosis, unless one 
gets under control the abuse of alco- 
hol. Alcoholic drinks, he sBtates em- 
phatically, are responstble for a large 
percentage of tubercular disease. 

Guizot, the great French historian, 
in speaking of the condition of France 
between the years 1483-1559, said it 
was a “period of decay and of a neW 
birth—a time for reforming itself and 
setting itself in order.” This observa- 
tion is most applicable to the present 
day. The whole thinking class of this 
great country has braced itself for a 
long and determined fight against al- 
coholisn® and already its efforts are 
meeting with some success, but the 
task is a great one and it will require 
heroic efforts ere the new birth can 
be hoped for. 

League Against Alcohol. 

The National League Against Alco- 
hol, of which M. Voisin is the presi- 
,ient, has been instrumental in bring- 
ng about a gradual reform, slow as 
all colossal movements are bound to 
be, but still it is making sure headway 
its big undertaking. The Teague 
does not advocate teetotalism. It 
only suggests using wine,, beer and 
cider in moderation, but for spirits and 
aperitifs it enforces total abstinence. 
This organization has opened temper- 
ance cafes in different sections of 
Paris and also in many of the other 
cities in France. At the aperitif 
hour, tea, coffee or hot wine is served, 
Reading rooms have also been estab- 
lished in different quarters, and antl- 
alcoholic club rooms where the daily 
papers, magazines and books are pro- 
vided—and in connection with these 
libraries there are gymnasiums for the 
use of everyone. The aim of these 
reading rooms is to entice the work- 
ingman to spend his aperitif hour at 
these places. On each visit of a work- 
man an illustrated card is given him. 
No matter how often the subject dif- 
fers, it always shows the laborer who 
abstains from alcohol as happy, 
healthy and prosperous, while under-

Meters to Conserve the Water 


Supply. 

The question of water supply for our 
cities and towns is discussed by H. 
Hi. Windsor in the February Popular 
Mechanics. He calls attention to the 
following important facts: 

“In the large cities of Europe regu- 
‘lations. strictiy enforced reduce the 
daily consumption to figures which to 
our extravagant mode of life seem im- 
possible here. For instance, the total 
amount of water, for all purposes, con- 
sumed daily in Berlin is only 18 gal- 
lons for each person, while New York 
is using 135 gallons and Chicago 200 
gallons. Berlin is metered; New York 
and Chicago meters only the large con- 
has been claimed that a 
consumption, or rather 
pumpage, would increase the death 
rate, but on this score the death rate 
is 20 per cent higher in New York than 
Berlin, and the typhoid mortality three 
times as great. The comparison may 
not be entirely fair, as conditions of 
climate, quality and nature of food, 
sanitary regulation, milk supply and 
other things may have some bearing, 
but not sufficient to account for, the 
entire difference. While consumers Nnat- 
urally protest against the me- 
ter system, it is evident no 
other system will enofrce econ- 
amy or prevent unnecessary waste. 
As an example, take any building 
where electric light is included in the 
rent. The tenants allow lights to burn 
for hours at a time and in unoccupied 
rooms because they feel they are pay- 
ing for all the burners all the time, 
when as a matter of fact the lease 
contemplates only a necessary use of 
current. &

the annual charge for water, under the 
meter system, less to hte householder 
than on a flat yearly basis, because of 
the saving in fuel on account of stop- 
ping waste, for the chief operating 
expense of waterworks is the fuel.”

TWO VESSELS ARE WRECKED 
BY THE FURY OF THE STORM 

New York, February 2.—What 
promised to be another of the winter- 
blocking snow storms was checked at 
daybreak today. A turn in conditions 
at that time brought about a cessation 
o? the fall and left about 4 inches 
of snow on the level in this city. 

The fishing vessels were victims of 
the storm’s fury. They were blown 
ashore on Sandy Hook in the early 
hours and only heroic work on the 
part of the life-savers prevented dis- 
aster to the men on board. 

From one vessel, the Franklin D. 
Nelson, eight men, comprising the en- 
tire crew, were safely landed. The 
Nelson, it is feared, will prove a total 
loss. 

Shortly after the Nelson struck, the 
schooner Libby was blown hard and 
fast on the sands of the hook. She 
had nine men on board and the life- 
saving crew at the station got them 
safely to land, after a hard struggle. 
The Libby was blown so high on the 
beach that it is believed she can be 
saved.

rates and traffic agreements, which 
the Tennessee Central claims would 
virtuaily disrupt its interstate busi- 
ness. 

In Chicago yesterday Judge Koh!l- 
saat, of the United States circuit court, 
issued a similar tinjunction in the 
cases of the Tennessee Central against 
the lilinois Central, the other party to 
the litigation. 

The Tennessee Central 
Company is connected in 
with the Southern Railway and 
nois Central Rallway Company. 

The three roads have long had joint 
tariffs and interstate business, the 
Southern being the Tennessee Central's 
eastern connection and the Illinois 
Central being the Tennessee Central's 
western connection. 

A controversy arose among the three 
roads involving certain claims assert- 
ed against the Tennese@eee Central by 
the Southern Railway and the Illinois 
Central and certain counter-claims 
were asserted by the Tennessee Cen- 
tral against the other’ roads.

Airship Excursion Com- 
pany Formed in Berlin. 


Airship, Which Will Be Con- 
structed, Will Travel at Rate 
of Fifty Miles an Hour---The | 
Trips to Average Three |. 
Hours. 


Berlin, February 12.—( Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—The Parseyal Airship 
Company, of Munich, which, on May 
1, next, will begin a daily series of 
excursions, has fixed the price at 209 
marks per passenger. The airship 
will be one of the largest in Europe, 
having a cubic capacity of 8,500 
meters, with motors of 200-horse 
power. 

The excursions will last three 
hours, and as the airship is expected 
to travel at an aterage speed of 50 
kilometers an hour, the distance cov- 
ered will be 150 kilometers. The ex- 
cursions will be made to Ingolstadt- 
Landshut, Muehldorf, Chiemsee, Kuf- 
stein, Walchansee, Partenkirchen, Ho- 
henschwangen, Kaufbeuren-Hoerisho- 
fen and Donnauwoerth. : 

In addition to these short excur- 
sicns, long-distance voyages will also 
be made on the condition that the 
towns visited will undertake to make 
provision for the safe landing of the 
airships. Such long-distance excur- 
sions will cost 500 marks per pas- 
senger. 

Pating Dogs amd Horses. 


With reference to a statement pub- 
lished recently regarding consumption 
of horse and dog flesh in Germany, 
The Morgonpost publishes official sta- 
tistics, according to. which 136,675 
horses and 6,362 dogs were slaughter- 
ed in Germany in 1908, showing, a8 re- 
gards horses, a slight increase on the 
figures for 1907, but a decrease of 
10,000 on those for 1906, and as re- 
gards dogs, decreases of 99 on 1907, 
and 159 on 1906. There was cer- 
tainly an increase in the consumption 
of horse and dog flesh in 1909, the 
result of increased prices in the better 
class of meats. During the first nine 
months of 1909, 9,217 more horses and 
497 more dogs were slaughtered than 
in the corresponding period of 1908. 
Taking an average of 160,000 horses 
and 7,000 dogs slaughtered annually, 
the total yearly consumption in Ger- 
many amounts to about 46,000,000 
pounds of horse flesh, and 140,000} 
pounds of dog flesh.

Professor Benjamin Ide Wheeler, of 
California, now filling the Roosevelt 
chair in the Berlin university, has 
achieved popularity in Berlin by his 
ready acceptance of German customs. 
An instance is the “Beer Evening” to 
which the Amé@rican educator invited 
those -who have been attending his 
lectures on American universities and 
other educational questions. 

The large attendance of guests 
proved the popularity he has obtained 
during the short time he has been 
at Berlin university. Professor and 
Mrs. Viheeler did the honors of the 
evening, and everything passed off 
merrily. By Professor Wheeler's re- 
quest, only German students’ songs 
were sung.

The 
oldest in Heidelberg (1386 A. D.); the 
youngest, Strassburg, which was cre- 
ated after the Franco-Prussian war. 
The others are Leipzig, Rostock, 

Greifswald, Freiburg, Tubingen, Mar- 
burs. Konigsberg, Jena, Wurzberg. 
Giessen, Kiel, Halle-Wittenberg, Got- 
tingen, Munster, Erlangen, Berlin, 
Breslau, Bonn and Munchen. 

The greatest university of Germany 
is Berlin. It musters over ,seven 
thousand students, and has a mag- 
nificent professorial roll, including 
men like Milamowitz-Moellondorf, in 
the classical department; Fischer, one 
of the greatest of living chemists; 
Nernst, in physics; Delitzsch, in Ori- 
ental philology, and the. great Har- 
nack lectures on church history. Here 
at least one year of the astudent’s life 
shouid be spent. But it would be as 
well not to pass the first year here, or 
at least before the student is a fair 
master of the language, otherwise one 
is apt to get lost. Choosing, then, a 
smal! university like Heidelberg, 
which is the German university town 
in perfection, or the .lovely town of 
Ireiberg, in the Black Forest. one 
would commence his student's life un- 
der the most favorable circumstances.

JASPER PARK AN ADDITION 
TO CANADA'S MANY RESORTS 


By Harold Havens.

Canada is the 
for the people of this continent 
modern transportation facilities 
tance cuts a small figure when 
average American is planning his sum- 
mer outing. Canada is wise in provid- 
{ng for the future, in setting aside 
vast areas of forest and wilderness 
where the wild life of the land may 
multiply, and may not perish and pass 
as have the buffalo from the western 
plains. 

The greatest of all Canadian national 
breathing spaces has just been set 
aside by the Dominion government on 
the eastern slope of the Rockies, near 
where the National Transcontinental 
raijway pierces the through 
Yellow Heed Pass; is to 
be Known as 


“JASPER PARK.” 


The name comes after Jasper House 
—House (or Howse) was a pioneer 
bere 119 years ago. The scenery with- 
in Jasper Park, which holds 565,459 
square miles, is said to be the greatest 
and widest in the continent. This park 
holds MOUNT ROBSON, the high<«st 
riountain in Canada. Ali this extensive 
area has been set aside by the federal 
government of Canada in whieh is 
vested the control and administration 
of the public lands of the west. For 
all time this area will be preserved in 
@ state of nature so far as such condi- 
tion is consistent. with the purpose ior 
which the reserve is created. It will 
be open to the holiday-maker and the 
tourist; to the explorer, for much of it 
in detail is still an unKnown land, to 
the student of nature, to the artist and 
to those wishing to study at first hand 
the problems of forestry in a country 
where forests will be preserved in their 
Natura! state. Coupled with ali these 
attractions will be that of facility of 
access. A transcontinental rajlway 
will pass through the very center of 
the park, and the traveler will be able 
to ‘step from a palace car into the 
heart of one of the largest reserves of 
matural grandeur and beauty in the 
wrorid. As soon as the railway is com- 
pleted, now only a matter of a few 
months and for years to come Jasper 
Park will be the goal of many a trav- 
eler seeking rest and recreation in a 
retreat where nature reigns. 

There is a wonderful combination of 
beauty about these mountains. Great 
masses of boldly defined bare rock are 
vnited to all the beauty that variety of 
form, color and vegetation can give. A 
mobile river with many tributaries, each 
oefining a distinct range and a beauti- 
ful lake (Jasper) 10 miles long, em- 
bosomed three thousand, three hundred 
feet above the sea, among mountains 
twice as high, offer innumerable scenes, 
seldom to. be found within the same 
compass, for the artist to depict and 
for every traveler to‘delight in.

Canada will be able, when the new 
railway is completed to ge the trans- 
continental traveler an entirely new 
day. Apart from its scenic grandeur 
the Yellow Head country has other 
natural advantages. 

The altitude can be varied at will, 
the presence of immense forest of fir, 
and the bright sunshine which prevails 
throughout most of the days of the 
year, give to the air of the region in- 
vigorating and health-giving qualities, 
probably unsurpassed anywhere on the 
continent. And then there are the hot 
springs, from which flow on .§ large 
volume mineral waters, possessing 
valuable medicinal properties. , 
sources of these springs, situated 
tween 15 and 20 miles from the en- 
trance to the pass, but much nearer 
the tine of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway, has an altitude of 4,209 feet 
above sea level and 1,200 feet above 
the level of the railway. So far as 
tested the water of cne spring was 
found to have a temperature of 116 
degrees Fahrenheit, while the water of 
another spring showed a temperature 
of 125 degrees. 

These western wilds are also famous 
for their big game. Central British 
Columbia ig the natural home of the 
bear family. There are moose, caribou, 
a? well as beaver and other fur-bearing 
animals. 

The great deer shooting grounds, 
however, are in the highlands of Onta- 
rio; moose are aiso numerous, For 
deer the northern part of what is 
known as Old Ontario may be recom- 
mended. Off from Huntsville, which ts 
only 145 miles north of Toronto, be- 
yond the Lake of Bays, the woods are 
full of red deer.

ATLANTA’S WORKING GIRL: 


~ HER PROBLEM AND HER NEEDS 


What Is Being Done to Help Her Win Her Fight and 
e Some Things That Should 
Be Done. 


By Isma Dooly. 

“There are young women in this 
city who, compelled to work for what 
they can get, are at times in desti- 
tute circumstances. Some receive as 
little as $3 a week, and out of that 
they must feed and lodge and clothe 
themselves. They do what is called 
‘ight housekeeping.’ It would be hu- 
moroug to call it that, were it not 
pitiful, and did it. not mean Starvation 
and worse, sometimes,” is the message 
brought to The Constitution by a 
prominent citizen. 

“A case recently brought to my at- 
tention,’ said another citizen, “was 
that of a young woman who, on a 
wage of $12.a month, was doing this 
‘light housekeeping’ with two others. 
The house was one room and two 
beds, their trunks,* and a_ place 
where. they could’ put the bag of 
crackers of which they -had some- 
times to make several meals when 
it was near the end of the week 
ani funds were out. A soft drink was 
sometimes thrown in to make things 
more palatable, and on pay days 
comes the luxury in a bit of cheese or, 
maybe, an extravagant indulgence in 
some canned meat. 

“No, not a of be- 
cause there was’ nowhere to prepare 
it, and coffee is expensive, and not 
good without milk and sugarf. 

“In two cases I Know of where this 
‘housekeeping’ was being done, ill- 
ness came, and in one case the young 
woman was almiost starved before 
her condjtion was ascertained; in an- 
Other it was tvo late, when assistance 
her; she was taken to a hos- 
subsequently died.”

The factory, the shop, the store, the 
laboratory is‘open.to her. “Why does 
she not pursue the line of domestic 
service?” is frequently suggested by 
the best disposed people, and herein 
the race problem becomes involved. 

The southern white girl will never 
enter domestic service and be pitted 
agninst the negro. She may, in iso- 
lated cases, but never generally. For 
too many years that has been the only 
field of labor left open for the’ negro 
whem the gouth tells: “In the kitchen 
or on the farm, we can use you, but 
nowhere else do we want you. We are 
willing to see you trained for that, 
and just so long as the negro lives in 
the south that will have to hold.” 

Therefore it seems scarcely consis- 
tent with these racial holdings of the 
south, eveh to tell the southern white 
girl, be she even 80 humble, that do- 
mestic labor offers an inviting fleld 
to her. 

She can, with dignity, enter’ that 
field in the north, where. there is not 
the same racial obstacle; the foreign 
white servant may be in time induced 
to come in larger numbers here, but 
rightful that southern white girls 
resents the idea. 

Another Good Reason. 
But on this subject, besides the idea 


’ 


} 
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of the racial obstacles, there is another 
line of opposition ‘which the working 
girl herself explains. “I realized that 
I could make more employed in the 
home of the well-to-do woman and I 
tried it,” said one who seemed willing 
to discuss the situation. “I left the 
store to take the place, but I found I 
was entirely cut off from my friends; 
they looked down on me, and the boys 
would not come to see me on Sunday, 
and one of them knocked = another 
down for calling me ‘a servant.’ 

“I could not stand that, and although 
I did not mind the work and the con- 
finement, I did not want to,give up 
my friends.” 

And it must be remembered the 
working girl has her friends, and she 
has a right .to. them. 

Whether her ideals about work are 
what they ought to be or not, or 
whether her boy friends were to 
blame for not going to see her, cannot 
be discussed here. . The condition re- 
mains that she will not at present go 
into domestic service. Help given her 
will have to be given her as the poor 
girl who has to work; who its being 
poorly paid and who deserves help. 
The fact that some are not deserving 
and do not accept the opportunities 
for better given them must not out- 
weigh the fact of the great army of 
good girls who do deserve help. 

How to Help. 

In consider} the general conditions 
surrounding working girl and 
pending the when justice shall 
determine the right wage for woman 
in all her avocations, where still she, 
as & woman, discriminated against, 
it will be seen that at present she can 
be directly helped through three dif- 
ferent channels: the making and en- 
forcement of a city law which will 
compel the sanitary conditions which 
shouid surround her tn the factory, the 
shop, the laboratory-or wherever 
is employed’ in the enlargement of the 
boarding house already started for her 
by the Young Woman's Christian As- 
sociation, and by encouragement of the 
night school, established recently py 
a group of well-known Atlantans. 

Conditions in Publie Buildings. 

Several vears age Dr. Longino, after 
serious complaints had been made to 
him the conditions 
wage-earning women and children 
places where they were employed, in 
troduced a resolution in council pro- 
viding fox the appointment of a com- 
mittee of women to investigate these 
conditions. Mayor Joyner appointed 
the committee, with Mrs. Frank Wood- 
ruff as chairman. The 
months’ earnest work 
exhaustive and most 
was made to council and filed, and 
nothing further was done about it 
there. Several citizens, the owners 
of bulldings, thanked the ladies for 
their work and improved conditions 
# their buildings, but there was no 

eneral following up of the matter. 
Today there are. office. buildings fn 
Atlanta, boasting of théir height and 
architecture, that afford no better 
comforts for their women employees 
than the much discussed factories, 
where, under a splendid welfare 
tem, rapidly. growing, factory owners 
are improving conditions everywhere 
among their employees. 

‘In many ‘city buildings there are no 
rest rooms, no place for the employees 
to eat their lunches, no fresh water 
within reach; the toilets are worse 
than unsanitary, and there is every 
condition to breed the worst forms of 
disease. It has been necessary in cases 
when women have fainted, or been 
taken suddenly ill, that an apron has 
been folded as a pillow, and the woman 
laid upon the floor. 

It will be unnecessary to appoint an- 
other committee.to look into this mat- 
ter, for the report made by the com- 
mittee {!s still on file and the city 
authorities whose duty it is to: look 
into such matters will find on little 
investigation that these statements 
are in no way exaggerated. 

The Boarding House. 

As there is scarcely:a phase of wom- 
an's hardships along any Hne that is 
not in some Way offered relief by 
the far-reaching effort of the Young 
Woman's Christian Association, the 
working girls’ . boarding place has 
been established by the Young Wom- 
an's Christian Association of Atlanta. 
The home, asaituated on West . Baker 
street, next to the Woman's Club 
house, & small one and can only 
accommodate thirty itnmates, but they 
are crowded and there is no room for 
any more.

Are the more than 900,000 women in 
the Methodist Dpiscopal Church, South, 
stretching from Maryland to Califor- 
nia, to be given a voice in the coun- 
sels of the church equal to that of the 
male lay members?

Administration cost them ‘$15,017.62. 
The di*tinguishing men’s boards cxpendedgin the same period $703,- 


Administration cost them $63,748.92. 

The distinguishing men’s boards expended in the same period $731,- 
their organizations are nearly thirty years younger than those of the men. 

The women do not aspire to be exhorters, preachers o¢ bishops. 

All they ask its equality with the laymen in church councils. 

This is the story of their fight and their grievances, 
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vated with the numerical and spirituai 
progress of the church, has at last pro- 
voked a protest, and an organized ef- 
fcrt to do away with the inequality. 

Here is the simply-enunciated prin- 
ciple upon which the movement was 
launched by a vote of 26 to 6, at the 
annual session last October, in Savan- 
nah, of the Woman's Board of Home 
Missions: 


“MEMORIAL.” 


“To the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
1910, from the Woman’s Board of 
Home Missions in Annual Session 
at Savannah, Ga- 

“Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

“Believing that the fullness of 
God’s time has come for the more 
than half million women of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
to have larger freedom in the ever- 
widening work of the church, 
that they may help to hasten more 
surely and speedily the coming of 
the kingdom of Ged, we respectful- 
ly petition that as an act of justice 
you will at this session of the gen- 
eral conference take the needed 
action to secure for the women of 
the church the full rights and pri,- 
ileges of the laity.” 

Actively in charge of the board's 
crusade are Mrs. Luke Johnson, of 
Gainesville, superintendent of the de- 
partment of literature; Miss Belle ten- 
nett, president of the Women’s Board 
of Home Missions: Mrs. R. W. Mc- 
Donell, general secretary; Miss Mabe] 
Hiead, associate secretary, and Miss 
Mary Helm, editor of the official or- 
gan. 

Quietly, but with persistence, the 
committee has been working since the 
October mandate, securing indorse- 
ments from prominent leaders in the 
church, gradually and with tact and 
skill, creating and molding sentiment, 
so that when the question comes be- 
fore the general conference the pros- 
pects for favorable action will be 
heightened. 

Four Years from Relief. 

“Many of our women are under the 
misimpression that action by the gen- 
eral conference is all that is necessary 
to secure success,” said one of the com- 
mittee. “As a matter of fact, even 


should the general conference pass 
favorably upon our memorial, it will 
be remanded to forty annual confer- 
ences in the southern church, and at 
least four years must elapse before we 
know the result of the appeal, to val; 
idate which requires a two-thirds vote. 

“Also, there should be no misunder- 
standing regarding what the women of

Can't Even Defend Existence. 

Under ruling procedure, members 
of the women’s foreign and home mis- 
Sion societies cannot even defend or 
the formal existence of these 
bodies. 

Since they are excluded from mem- 
) erenin in the general conference, 
which body controls the entire work 
and property of these 
they have no voice in any constitu- 
tional change the conference sees fit 
to make, nor could they combat the 
conference even if it saw fit to abol- 
ish the societies. 

Subverts Right and Justice. 

Hilundreds of thousands of women 
throughout the south, militant tn their 
geal for the Methodist church, fee] 
that such conditions are a direct sub- 
version of right and justice; that they 
grievously embarrass the progress of 
the church, and hamper development 
which would infallibly accrue from 
methods more direct. 

“We have free leave to raise all the

Don’t Want to Be Preachers. 

“We do not ask to be made exhort- 
ers, local preachers, itinerant preach- 
ers or bishops, but only that we be 
granted a legal voice in shaping and 
developing the work of the church of 
which we are so large a part. 

“As trustees, stewards, Sunday 
school superintendents, Epworth 
League presidents and in other capaci- 
ties, we are already working for the 
church, in clear violation of the 
church's organic prohibition. All we 
ask is that the general conference 


make legal what the women are al- 
ready doing in many places. 
No Volce in Legislation. 

“We have not even a voice in final 
legislation for domestic and foreign 
missionary work, save within very 
narrow limitations. We must report 
in detail to the general conference, and 
the general conference has final decree 
over all policy and administration con- 
nected with our work. : 

“To this, we do not object in itself, 
but for the fact that we have no direct 
legal representation in the generai 
conference, not to mention other legis- 
lative bodies of the church on down 
to the local church.” 

Encouraging Lawlessness. 

Many of the women supporting the 
movement make the point that the 
course of the church in allowing wom- 
en to discharge various activities in 
violation of church law is an example 
of lawlessness which must inevitably 
be of the most demoralizing character, 
especially in view of the present na- 
tional crusade to secure the rigid en- 
forcement of law.

} Strong, candid and informing is the story of the white working girls 


of Atlanta and their needs, published elsewhere in today’s Constitution. 
Demands upon the civic sympathies and consciences of the people of 
Atlanta have multiplied as the city has climbed into new dimensions and 


, developed those complex and appealing problems inseparable from metro- 


politan life. 

It is likely the very bewildering volume of opportunity and need for 
the broader philanthropy has operated to divert the attention of the thought- 
ful Atlantan from those young white girls, heroic, respectable and willing, 
to whom have been denied proper educational advantages and who) must 
slowly and with infinite conquest of self fight daily the battle of sheer 
existence. 

It is the simple and tragic epic of this class that is told elsewhere, 
together with ‘descriptions of two movements under way for practical 
relief. 

The tirst is fundamental and sadly imperative. It supplies, under the 
auspices of the Young Women’s Christian Association, a sort of community 
boarding house, where living and lodging may be secured at reasonable 
prices, and within a sheltered environment. 

The other, also fundamental and equal'y pressing in its nature, is a 
free night schoo] for white working girls, at which they may learn the 
elemental branches. This schcol, which has been in operation since Jan- 
uary, is taught by Mjss Laura Morgan White, formerly instructor in the bus- 
iness department of the Girls’ High School. Each evening, with the excep- 
tion of Wednesdays and Saturdays and Sundays, it opens its sessions at 7 


o’clock.

Judge F. C. Foster's thoughtful and letter anent the 
necessity for legislative action. to curb the homicidal mania in Georgia and 
other states, published today, will be read with impelling interest by 
who have the peace, good order and good name of the State at heart. 

Georgia cannot go on indefinitely with the innocent and unsuspecting 
in constant danger of becoming examples of the “pistol toter's art.” pes 

The Constitution has frequently pointed out how, through the maze 
of enshrouding technicality, it is far too easy a matter for the red-handed 
and malicious murderer to escape the just penalty of. his crime. , 

Without entering any discussion of the merits of capital 
it is an indisputable fact, under present conditions, 
few hangings in Georgia. 

But the death penalty for murder is so seldom carried out that it has 
almost become a farce. | 

And unless the law

is so executed that prescribed punishment shall, 
follow crime, it loses weight and force and ceases to com- 
mand respect. 

Indorsing the views which The Constitution has presented concerning 
the remodeling of court procedure so that guilt shall find certainty of 
conviction and punishment following fair trial, Judge Foster proposes furtiony 
strengthening of the legal administration of the courts by legislation that 
shall remove certain barriers from them, and, also, which shall eliminate 
in great measure the most frequent cause of homicidal crimes—the readv 
pistol. 

What criminals most fear in the United States courts, Judge Foster 
points out, is the right and discretion of the judge to indicate to the jury 
tae extent to which the evidence is applicable to and bears out the charge; 
in other words, within certain limitations, to the 
weight and value of the sworn testimony. 

This right is denied to judges of state courts upon the ground of the 
danger it would involve to innocence; whether there is logic in that ground 
is seriously questioned. Certainly the prohibition has proven of frequent 
aid to guilt. 

The constitutional right to bear arms, it can scarcely be questioned, has 
long since served its purpose, and Judge Foster's Suggested repeal of that 
constitutional provision, with proper allowance made for the Sportsman, 
would, no doubt, go far toward eliminating the most frequent cause of 
deliberate homicide. 

It should be made a crime to go about with a pistol, WHETHER THE 
WEAPON IS CARRIED, CONCEALED OR NOT. 

MAKE IT A CHAINGANG OFFENSE, WITHOUT ALTERNATIVE OF 
FINE, TO “TOTE” A PISTOL, AND IT 1S A SAFE PREDICTION THE

Editor Constitution: The editorial

A long experience 
in the practice of law in the rural 
counties has given me exceptional ad- 
Vantages to know Si ‘thing of the 
kilis that annually take place, and 
that evperience has a me: 

ceo (ee pre = wa fy a “ 
cides never reach the criminal ree 
specially is this true where 
slayer and the slain are both negrves. 
That race almost to a man usualiy 
espouses the cause of the living; they 
aid escapes and if the slayer is ap- 
prehended they conceal the fact, or 
so manufacture evidence in his be- 
half that in a large number of cases 
no prosecution is commenced, or if 
commenced dies in the grand jury 
room for want of evidence on which 
to find a true bill. 

Second, while the number, 165, named 
im vour editorial, may approximate the 
mumber of actual and technical mur- 
ders which will be committed in the 
state in 1910. if we are to judge the 
future by the past, it falls far short of 
the number of homicides which with 
occur.

The legislature 
should repeal the law known as the 
dumb act, whereby a trial judge is pro- 
hibited, “in any case, civil or criminal, 
during its progress, or in his charge 
to the jury.” from expressing or inti- 
mating his opinion “‘as to what has or 
has not been proved, or as to the guilt 
of the accused.” This gag should be 
taken out of the mouth of the judge, 
and he should become, as it were, the 
thirteenth juror, with no power to 
make or prevent the making of a ver- 
diet, but authorized and empowered to 
aid the other twelve in reaching a cor- 
reet verdict, by expressing his opinion, 
under the evidence, as to what has or 
has not been proved, and as to the 
guilt or innocence of the accused, and 
the giving of his reasons for such 
opinion, still leaving the jury free to 
disagree and differ with him 
and to express such difference 
or disagreement by their ver- 
dict. Thus, the judge, better qual- 
ified im every way than any or all of 
the jury, however upright and intelli- 
gent they may be, to correctly deter- 
mine what has or has not been proved,

State Entomologist E. L. Worsham 
has anhounced the dates and places at 
which the meetings in the interest 
of the campaign to eradicate the black 
root from Georgia will be conducted on 


and after Monday, February 14. This 
campaign was inaugurated before 
Christmas and aroused the greatest 
interest throughout the state, where 
it is believed great good was accom- 
plished. 

The dates and places are as follows: 
Preston, 14th; Richland, 16th; Cus- 
seta, 16th: Buena Vista 17th; Ellaville, 
18th; Oglethorpe, 19th: Jeffersonville, 
2'st: Wrightsville, 22nd; Perry, 24th; 
Butler, 25th; Knoxville, 26th. 

In discussing this campaign, Profes- 
sdr Worsham said: 
“We want every farmer in these 
communities to meet ug there. We 
know that we can help them; it costs 
them nothing to listen to what we 
have to say and will cost them nothing 
t» receive some of the seed which Is 
Known to be resistant to black root, 
and it willl cost them nothing to re- 
ceive some of the cowpeas resistant to 
nematode, and with which they can 
rotate cotton, in -areas affected with 
biack root. 

“Besides black root, we expect to 
discuss boll rot, or cotton anthracnose, 
cotton rust, red spider, boll weevi', 
improvement of seed by selection, use 
of cotton seed and cotton seed products, 
‘fertilizers and the importance of using 
improved methods on the farm. 

“The speakers at these meetings will 
be Hon. J. L. Lee, president Farmers’ 
Union: Hon. T, Hudson, commission- 
er of agriculture; Professor J. E. Hite, 
director extension work, State College 
of Agriculture; FE, L, Worsham, state 
entomologist and A. C. Lewis, assistant 
State entomologist.”

The provision’ of the constitution, 
federal and state, declaring that “the 
right of the people to keep and bear 
arms shall not beinfringed” has out- 
lived its day. It ought to be abolish- 
ed and put out of the way. and then 
the legislature should pass an act 
making it a crime to bear arms at all. 
concealed or openly or in any other 
manner, and the judge with the gag 
out of his mouth should aid the juries 
in enforcing it. When I speak of 
having or keeping and bearing arms I 
must be understood as using the word 
arms in the sense of weapons, of- 
fensive and defensive. I would not in 
any way curtail the rights of the 
sportsman, who seeks his highest 
pleasure in the hunt for game, other 
than to protect the game by limiting 
his bag. 

Let me trespass “upon your space 
and patience for the expression of one 
other thought which I regard more 
important than all others. 

I think that all well-informed and 
observent men will agree with me 
that at least 75 per cent of the homl- 
cides which annually take place in this 
state come from or are caused by the 
negro race. I know, as thousands of 
others know who live in populous ne- 
gro counties, that at least 90 per cent 
of the young and middle-aged negro 
men g0 armed. The first money a ne- 
gro boy or young man gets is prompt- 
ly converted into a pistol. With it in

The fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to the constitution were the 
spawns of bitterness and hate. They 
were adopted, not to benefit the negro, 
but tohumillate a proud and chivalrous 
people. He was then, and is now, unfit 
for citizenship, and to disarm him for 
his own protection, if nothing else, we 
should bend every energy to abolish 
or so modify the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments as to decitizenize 
him. Happtly the bitterness and hate 
engendered by the civil war, as well as 
those who nourished it, have, in a great 
measure, passed away, and the present 
republican president seems to desire the 
welfare, Peace and prosperity of the 
whole country; and if congress could 
be made to see and understand the con- 
ditions in this and cther southern 
states, as they really are, it seems in- 
credible that it would not propose the 
abolition or.some modification to these 
amendments to the constitution. 

With these amendments out of the 
way, and the negro deciiizenized, but 
fully protected under the law, in 
life, liberty and prosperity, until such 
time as he may develop a capacity for 
citizenship, the states, through proper 
and appropriate legislation should 
provide for his complete disarmament; 
and in view of his savage thirst for 
blood, the appalling number of his 
annual victims, who is there to say 
that this would not be a blessing to 
his race, a safeguard against race trou- 
bles, a saving of uncounted thousands 
of dollars in court trials, and the beat 
method of developing and fitting him 
jfor the high duties of citizenship?

Ventreai disvases have too long been, 


made the subject of a joke! 

The most widsspread, loathsome and 
deadly maladies in the world a joke? 

Thet is a fact. We all know that 
not enly has the laity regarded some 
of them with slight concern, but the 
professional men—the physician—has 
patched up and laughed them off, as 
something to be looked lightly upon, 
uett! the human race has suffered un, 
told barm at the very fountain-head 
of fs lfe. The boy, or the man, who 
cracks fokes about a subject which 
involves such deadly issues, and is 
satisfied with slip-shod methods and 
patchwork treatment as a cure, with 
little, tf any, precaution against con- 
tagion, simply invites a pollution into 
the system which is to sow the seeds 
ef death in his children and his chil- 
dren’s children. 

The public becomes alarmed, and the 
elvil authorities employ the most dras- 

measures against the spread of 
smallpox, at the first appearance of 
this disease. Ong hundred and fifty 
eases, in a city of as many thousand 
pecple, almost produce a panic, while 
@ venerea) disease, more—far more—to 
be dreaded than smallpox, reeking with 
@ virus that poisons the blood and pen- 
etrates every muscle, tissue, fibre and 
the bones of the system, lurks 
nook and corner of not only 
city but wherever,ga victim may 
become exposed to its ravages, pollut- 
ing society at every touch— 

And we just joke about it! 

There comeg great rejoicing when 
the authorities announce that small- 
pox is “stamped out,” yet we are un- 
mindful of the more polluting, more re- 
volting and more elusive diseases that 
not only thrive and spread in the “red 
light” district, but, alas, too often 
creep in and lay siege upon the fairest 
and brightest of the social realm, and 
-carse untold suffering. 

One of these diseases, and the one 
most joked about and looked upon with 
the least concern, beyond the incon- 
venicnce it causes the patient, shows 
up, In the light of present-day scien- 
tific discovery, to be responsible for 
more physical as well as moral wrecks 
than, perhaps, any other disease. Treat 
euch a disease lightly? Is it to be 
classed with a ‘‘bad cold,” when, under 
the hand of a jesting @octor, it is 
checked up, and passed off for the time, 
only to have it reappear later, in some 
one or more of its resultant types, 
festening its blight upon virtue and 
irnocence and producing chronic and 
incurable invalidism? 

The public does not yet appreciate the 
real gravity of the situation. The se- 
riousness of the veneral peril has not 
ye* been fully understood. When it is, 
parents will guard, with a care hither- 
t?> unknown, the welfare of the daugh- 
ter, whose hand is sought tn wedlock. 
When society awakens to the dangers 
which beset the innocent and unsus- 
péecting, then will homes be hedged 
about with the safeguards to which 
they are entitled, and then will be 
brcught about a new order of things. 
When a young man is brought to a 
realization of the true nature. of 
venereal diseases—when his mind is 
freed from old notions regarding them 
—then he will see, tn the subject of 
former jest, a cause for prompt and 
decisive action. When he learns that. 
under the guise of a slight derange- 
ment of the functions, there lies a 
deep-seated and virulent malady which 
will, if not uprooted and expelled, 
bring upon him a train of diseases 
which are to perpetuate themselves in 
his offspring and mar the lives of

his best belov®i, he will then have a 


proper care for his own welfare, and 
secure those who come after him 
against disaster. When the people be- 


eqgme fully informed of the seriousness 
of the venereal peril, the vell of se- 
crecy which shroudg its hideous visage 
will be torn away, and it will be 
dragged from its lair of filth and cor- 
ruption, and extermination. will be the 
order of the day. Measures as drastic 
and ag thorough as were ever .inaug- 
urated to stamp out disease will be 
employed, and under the light of scl- 
entific fact, and in the hands of sci- 
entific men, the deadly menace, about 


the world has been wont to look with 
an indulgent smile of tolerance, wtll 
be painted in all of its hideous and 
monstrous deformity. 

The question arises: When !s to come 
the change? 

The answer is: 
away that long-worn cloak of, 


When men throw 
s0- 


which will not allow a discussion of 
the subject with those whom it is 
their duty to teach, and speak gently, 
plainly and lovingly of those things 
which pertain to the temporal, as well 
as spiritual and eternal welfare of 
yeuth. Far better that the boy be 
told of the existence of the peril, in 
such manner and undér such influences 
as will tend to deter him from ex- 
posure to danger than that he should 
learn these things from the lipsof the 
worldly-wise youth; so imparted, and 
cerrying such suggestion as will lead 
him into exposure at the cost of his 
moral probity. We may not, neces- 
sarily, follow the sacred injunction to 
“Write them upon your door-posts,” 
but t ts a duty, as sacred as was the 
law given to the children of Israel, 
end as binding, that we safeguard 
the interests of the home, and of the 
cecmmunity, by giving proper instruc- 
tion to those dependent upon us for 
care and training. 

Which is the least “embarassing:” 
For a father to look lovingly into the 
eyes of his noble, manly, untainted boy, 
and reveal to his plastic, highly im- 
pressionable ming the high and im- 
pertant functions of the organs; the 
grand purposes for which God designed 
them, and the fearful consequences én- 
tailed bw their abuse; or, for him to 
allow a false notion of propriety to de- 
him, and, a few years later, after 
boy has been drawn into sin by 
false glare of evi] allurements, 
and has become inoculated with ven- 
ereal poison, gather up the wreck 
of: his once stalwart boy and move 
heaven and earth to bring about his 
restoration; laying his purse, wide 
open, into the hands of the physician 
who will undertake his cure? . 

But, worst of all, {t may be too late. 
The father may not have become aware 
of his son’s misfortune in timeto save 
him. We are contending here, that this 
iz a peril. It Is a menace, not only 
to health, but life {s menaced, and in 
peril. Full many a victim has gone 
to the grave, despite tears and pray- 
ers and physician’s skill.

Paris, February 12.—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—It is not “Gay Paris” 
now. It is dazed Paris, frightened 
Paris, devastated Paris, almost ruined 
Paris. But I may say even now, with 
all the horror of the past fortnight 
upon us and facing: the danger of a 
decimating ‘pestilence, it is a brave, 


determined Paris. 

Not even the shells of the Prussians 
and the awful excesses of the com- 
mune, nearly thirty’ years ago, 
wrought such wild havoc to the great 
city as has the merciless waters of 
the Seine. 

Nearly ten square miles in the very 
heart of the city has been buffeted, 
torn, ruined by the gigantic hand of 
the flood. Scores of great buildings, 
some of them buildings with histories 
which constitute the history of Paris, 
have been destroyed or have been 
damaged almost beyond repair, great 
streets and boulevards have been torn 
to pleces and pleasure grounds, fa- 
mous the world over, have been turn- 
ed, temporarily at least, into slimy 
plague: spots.. Never since the days 
of Noah, perhaps, has such tidanic 
ruin been wrought by water. Because 
never has so terrible a flood had such 
free sweep against so great a city. 

But with it 411 Franceand Paris are 
not discouraged. Already the work of 
rehabilitation has begun. Government 
and people have taken hold of the 
problem with splendid determination, 
and while it will be a matter of 
months before the ravages of the 
flood can be wiped away, it will be 
done, and done thoroughly.

Viena, February 12.—(Special.)—An 
extraordinary will has been left by an 
elderly lady Who recently died in 
Vienna. Her property, Amounting to 
about $250,000, is appointed to be di- 
vided between her three nephews, now 
aged 24, 27 and 29, and her three 
nieces, aged 19, 21 and 22, in equal 
parts on the following conditions: 

The six nephews and nieceg must all 
live in the house formerly inhabited 
by their aunt, with the executor, a 
lawyer, whose business it will be to 
see that the conditions of the will are 
strictly observed. None of the neph- 
ews is to marry before reaching his 
fortieth year, nor the nieces before 
their thirtieth, under the penalty that 
the share of the one so marrying will 
be divided among the others. 

Further, the six legatees are admon- 
ished never to quarrel among them- 
fFelves. If one should do so persistent- 
ly the executor ig empowered to turn 
him or her out of the house and divide 
the share as in the case of marriage. 

The executor igs himself forbidden to 
marry or to reside elsewhere thaff in 
the house with the legatees as long 
as he holds his office, to which a 
handsome remuneration ig attached.

The personnel of the guests 
at the “reception’’ was conspicuousls 
contrasted by the absence of William 
Barnes, Jr., of Albany, one of the big- 
gest of the up-state leaders, and the 
man credited with directing the ef- 
forts of the republican organization 
against Governor Hughes. 

Hughes the Only Hope. : 

This indicated that Dr. Taft was 
ready to allow the reins of power in 
New York to rest with the Hughe: 
contingent. Affairs have. been so 
shaped in this state through political 
circumstances that Governor Hughes 
seems the only man who can swing 
victory to the republican standard next 
fall. With the defeat of Otto Barnard, 
the republican candidate for mayor 
in this city, a hong series of republicar 
misfortunes have climaxed in the Con- 
ger-Allds bribery scandal.

BOOKER WASHINGTON 
EULOGIZES LINCOLN 


He Says Lincoln Not Only Freed ;,.;.. 


Negroes, but Liberated 
Souls of Whites. 


February 12,—Bo0o0k- 
er T. Washington was the principal 
speaker at a banquet given here to- 
night in a celebration of Lincoln day. 
Governor Charles S. Deneen was toast- 


master. The affair was attended bj 
more than three hundred persons, 
among them being most of the Illinois 
state officials. The event was note- 
worthy in that a negro was the princi- 
pal speaker at a banquet given in the 
home and burial place of Lincoln. 

In the course of his address, he‘ said: 

“The same pen that gave freedom to 
four million African slaves at the same 
time struck the shackles from the 
souls of twenty-seven millions of 
Americans of another color. 

“The negro owns in this country at 
least $550,000,000 worth of property, 
upon which he pays taxes,” he declared 
in another part of his address. “He 
owns some 200,000 farms and 400,000 
hemes. 

“Lincoln was not ashamed or afraid 
to come tnto contact with the lowly of 
the races. [I always pity from the bot- 
tom of my heart any man who feels 
that somebody else must be Kept down 
in ignorance in order that he may ap- 
pear great by comparison. It requires 
no courage for a strong man to kick a 
weak une down.” 

Professor Washington closed by 
pledging the loyalty of his race to the 
Stars and Stripes.

The Situation in India. 

The present situation in India illus- 
trates some of the unfortunate results 
of the political dependence of a civil- 
ized people. Not only politically, but 
also in economic matters, India is kept 
in a state of dependence upon the met- 
ropole. But the most hopeless fea- 
ture of the situation that the men 
who would naturally be leaders in 
government and enterprise, see them- 
selves excluded from opportunities for 
exercising legitimate power in their 
own country. Such a decapitation of 
an entire people is a great sacrifice to 
impose, even in return for the bless- 
ings of peace and an efficient policing 
of the country. The continuance of 
this policy would mean either the total 
destruction and degradation of Indian 
national life, or the end of the British 
raj. The policy of exclusiveness ex- 
ercises an unfavorable influence on the 
service itself, in that, while a 
lower type of intelligence—a merely 
clerical faculty—is encouraged among 
the native officials, yet these inferior 
men, being of the soil and knowing 
local conditions, will neceagsarily have 
a great influence in fixing the charac- 
ter of the entire service and the qual- 
ity of its work, '

He declared 
with the crowded school rooms of At- 
lanta a minute and a half or two min- 
utes @ day was al! that any teacher 
could possibly give to any one pupil,

All Sorts of Lures.

“The republican party declares un- 
equivocally for the revision of the 
tariff by a specia! session of congress 
immediately following the inaugura- 
tion of the next president, and com- 
mends the steps already taken to this 
end in the work assigned to the ap- 
propriate committees of @ongress, 
Which are now investigating the 
operation and effect of existing sched- 
ules. In all tariff legislation the true 
principle of protection is best main- 
tained by the imposition of such duties 
as will equal the differences between 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with a reasonable 
profit to American industries. We fa- 
vor the establishment of maximum 
and minimum rates to be administered 
by the president under limitations 
fixed in the law, the maximum to be 
available to meet discriminations by 
foreign countries against American 
goods entering their markets, and the 
minimum to represent the normal 
measure of protection at home, the 
aim and purpose of the republican 
policy being. not only to preserve, 
without excessive duties, that security 
against foreign competition to which 
American manufacturers, farmers and 
producers are entitled, but also to 
maintain the high standard of living 
of the wage-earners of this country 
who are the most direct beneficiaries 
of the protective system. Between the

It affected the counting rooms 
of the newspapers of the country, and 
invited the attention of the newspaper 
proprietors who had associated them- 
selves together like other interests for 
the purpose of securing a reduction of 
the tariff.

“The amount of misrepresentation to 
which the tariff bill in its effect as a 
downward revision bill was subjected, 
has never been exceeded in this coun- 
i'try, and it will doubtless take the 
‘actual operation of the tariff bil) for 
several years to show to the country 
‘exactly what the legislation and its ef- 
fect are.

How ‘Tariff Law Has Worked. 


“The bureau of statistics is authority. 


for the statement that during the first 
six months of the operation of the 
Payne law, which has just ended, the 
averate rate of duty paid on all dutia- 
ble imports was 21.09 per cent ad valo- 
rem. The average rate of duty paid on 
all imports for the same six months 
for the four preceding years, under the 
Dingley law. was 24.03. This would 
show that the reduction in the Payne 
law is 2.94 per cent on-the value of the 
g0ods, r that the reduction below 
the previous tariff rates is 12 per cent, 
showing a downward revision of this 
extent in those goods which are dutia- 
ble. But this is not alt. Under the 
Payne law, 51.6 per cent of the gross 
imports for the last six months have 
been entered free, while under’ the 
four years preceding for the same six 
months the free list amounted to 45.46 
per cent of the total importations; so 
there was not only a reduction of duty 
on dutiable imports of about 12 per 
cent, but also an enlargement of about 
the same percentage of the free list. 


For Production of Hevenue. 


“For the production of revenue, the 
law !s evene more of an improvement 
on the Dingley bill.. During the six 
months that the Payne tariff was in 
force, from August 5 to the night of 
February 5, the customs receipts 
amounted to $166,022,856.54. Under the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff the semi-annual 
average was $83,147.625.90. Under the 
Dingley tariff the semi-annual average 
Was $130,265,841.84. Under the Wilson 
tariff the monthly average was 
$13,857,937.65. Under the Dingley 
tariff the monthly average was $21,- 
710,973.64, while under the Payne tariff 
the monthly average has been §27 
677,742.75, or 100 per cent greater than 
the monthly average under the Wilson

save, but spend. The low interest 
offered to it, that of 2 per cent, pre- 
vents such postal savings banks from 
interfering with regular savings banks 
whose rates of interest always is in 
excess of 2 per cent.

“Secondly, if the funds are to be 
arbitrarily deposited in all banks, state 
and’ national, without national super- 
vision over the state banks and a panic 
were to come, it is difficult to see how 
the government could meet tts obliga- 
tiops to its postal savings bank depos- 
ito¥s, because with every bank suspend- 
ing payment the funds of the postai 
savings banks would be beyond the 
ecntrol of the government, and we 
should have a financial disaster 
greater than any panic we have hereto- 
fore met.

As to Government by Injunction. 


“The platform further provided:

“A bill to carry out exactly this 
promise has been introduced into both 
the senate and house, and will doubt- 
less come up ‘for consideration and 
passage. The bill does not go as far 
as Mr. Gompers and the Federation of 
Labor demand, but it goes as far as 
the republican convention was. willing 
to let it go, and it is so drawn as to 
make an abuse of the issuance of in- 
junction without notice very impro- 
able. 

“It requires that no injunction shall 
be issued without full notice and 
hearing,. unless to prevent irreparable 
injury, and that in such case the court 
shall make a finding from the evidence 
adduced, pointing out what the injury 
anticipated is and why irreparablé, and 
why there is net time to give notice, 
and after the injunction shall be issued 
without notice, it is provided that such 
injunction shall lose fts force at the 
expiration of five days, unless a hear- 
ing is wad.

Goverument Hevenues. 


“Following the panic of 1907, the 
gcvernment revenues fell off and the 
expenditures continued as before, leav- 
ing a deficit for the years 1907, 1908 and 
1400. There was, however, no deficit 
in the whole administration of Mr. 
Roosevelt, when the expenses are Com- 
pared with the revenues. Indeed, it will 
be found that under the operation of 
the Dingley bill, which covers most 
of his administration, and the first 
six months of the present administra- 
ticn, the surplus on the whole was 
about $250,000,000.

“No one has a motive as strong as 
the administration In power to culti- 
vate and strengthen business confi- 
dence and business prosperity. But it 
does rest with the national govern- 
ment to enforce the law, and if the en- 
forcement of the law !s not consistent 
with the present method of carrying 
on buBSiness, then it does not speak 
well for the present methods of con- 
ducting business, and they must be 
changed to conform to the law. There 
was no promise on the part of the re- 
publican party to change the anti- 
trust law except to strengthen it, or

to authorize monopoly and a suppres-' 


sion of competition and the control of 
prices, and those who look forward to 
such a change cannot now visit the 
responsibil'ty for their mistake on in- 
nocent persons. Of course the gov- 
ernment at Washington can be count- 
ed on to enforce the law in the way 
best calculated to prevent a destruc- 
tion of public confidence in business, 
but that it must enforce the law goes 
without saying.

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TRADING VERY LIGHT 
IN COTTON SEED OIL 


The Fluctuations in Cotton and 
Weak Stock Market Damp- 
ened Bullish Sentiment. 


New York, February 12.—(Special.)— 
Light trading bas characterized the 
local cotton oil market during the past 
week and the tendency of values has 
been toward a lower leve:. There ap- 
pears to be a disposition to discount 
the March tenders and scattered liquli- 
dation has been evidenced throughout 
the week. The large interests have 
not shown their hand itn the market, 
and if any selling has come from re- 
finers, it has been well covered up. The 
erratic fluctuations in cotton, combined 
with a weak stock market, have tem- 
porarily dampened bullish sentiment 
and the fear of heavy March deliveries 
‘rn oil hasS turned Operators to the bear 
side. 

The extent of consuming demand has 
been exceedingly light. Off oi's and 
high grade oils have been taken mod- 
erately, Dut prime summer yellow has 
been practically left alone and subject 
to the whims of the speculative ele- 
ment. The demand for lard compound 
has not necessarily decreased, but con- 
summers have become cautious and 
are satisfied to buy from hand-to- 
mouth. This has made the contract 
movement of oll sufficient to meet the 
requirements of compound producers 
and consequently the ofl market has 
been relieved of Support from this 
branch of consumption. The margarine 
makers are in practically the same 
condition as the compound producers. 
The high price of butter has naturally 
created an active demand for margar- 
ine, but manufacturers’ requirements 
are fully covered by old oll cagitracts, 
and supplies on hand are said to bh6 
sufficient to last for some time ahead. 
Judging from trade expressions, mar- 
garine makers would be unable to meet 
the demand for their product if the 
unjust tax was removed. : 

Lard has remained quiet and about 
steady.

How the Equinox Changes the Climate. 


By CHARLES H. HEYDEMANN, Ph. D. 
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S we read the records imprinted on 
the earth’s crust of the so-called 
London Basin we find some 26.000 

years ago, in the age of the sand, grave! 
and clay deposits, a climate about the 
same as Egypt, inhabited by all kinds of 
tropical plants (palms, cocoanut trees) 


fand animals, including some ten diffter- 


ant kinds of turtles, iong-nosed and short- 
nosed ones. 

Then, as the ages rolled on, the cli- 
mate changed from that of sub-tropical! 
heat to sémi-arctic cold. from that of 
Egypt to that of Iceland. And that was 
5.000 vears before Adam's time, 

Gradually then the climate-.began, to 
get warmer. We find, in ihe Picistocene 
period, together with flint knives, Hatch- 
ets and implements (signs of the exist- 
ence of man), bones of elephants, rhin- 
oceroses, and hippopotami, and also gla- 
cial drifts and Norfolk boulders. 


At the present day the average mean 


temperature of London is 50 degrees Fah- 


renheit, whereas the geology of the 
Thames Valley shows us that it has 
fluctuated in times gone by from 70 de- 
grees to 40 degrees Fahrenheit, or 30 de- 
grees from one to the other. 

The reason for is astonishing state 
of things is to be Mundin what is called 
the procession of the equinoxes. 

This is that peculiarity in the movye- 
ment of our globe whereby every part of 
the earth’s surface is subject to slow 
but continuous alteration of position in 
relation to the heart of the sun, owing 
to the attraction of the sun and the moon 
upon the earth's Spin tardies at the 
Equator. 


Theoretically speaking, the line 
Equator {ts supposed to mark th 
of the greatest heat, the effect 
solar rays being greatest wiiere they 
on the earth perpendicularly. 

But, as a matter of fact, the lines of 
heat are slowly but steadily changing 
(entirely outside of all such considera- 
tions as altitude, geographical position, 
sea proximity, winds, etc.), because the 
earth's pole does not move perpendicular- 
ly to its path around the sun, but tilted 
at an ‘angle which decreases and in- 
creases during certain fixed periods. 

In otber words, climate, or differ- 
ences between hot and cold weather. 
depends primarily on the slope of the 
sun's rave to the earth, which is 
sioned at an angie to the line of its 
path roune tne sun. 

This stead. revolution of certain 
parts of the earth trom hot to cold and 
from cold to hot used to be considered 
accomplished once every 26,000 years, 
but recetrt -researches show that the 
complete change takes 51,000 years [to 
accomplish, so that we may estimate 
that it wili take Lendon another 4,000 
to 5,000 years to reach the climate of 
Egypt, to which it is slowly approach- 
ing. . 

I have no doubt that similar climatic 
changes have taken place in America and 
in other countries. I understand that 
New England winters, for example, are 
in no wise as severe as they were a 
couple of decades ago. There is '!ess 
snow and a marked higher mean tempera- 
ture in the Winter. 

In support of this theory, it is curi-

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Woolen Duties and Wages. 
(From The Saturday Evening Post.) 

“The New Jersey town in which I 
live,” writes a correspondent, “contains 
a plant of the woolen trust. The offices 
occupy a handsome building, suitable 
for a city hall. Having occasion to pass 
the factory at noon, I have often no- 
ticed a long line of operatives sitting 
on the edge of the sidewalk, their feet 
in the gutter, eating a modest lunch- 
eoch. All of them seem to Slavs or 
Italians. I hear that no American la- 
bor is employed. I wonder how much 
these operatives get out of the protect- 
ive tariff on woolen goods?’ 

The question, fortunately, can be an- 
swered. The report of the bureau of 
statistics of labor and industry of New 
Jersey show that in the banner year, 
1907, the average earnings of 10,000 
employees in woolen and worsted mills 
were $393.19. 

This is, probably, our’ most highly 
protected industry. The average duty 
on woolen goods exceeds 90 per cent. 
The labor gets $33 a month. This is 
the lowest rate of any industry in New 
Jersey. as reported by the bureau. ex- 
cept cigar-making.

Rev. Mixon was born 12 miles south 
of Covington, Newton county, in 1824, 
and was named after Bishops Asbury 
and Colt. His parents moved to Ox- 
ford in 1837, the year after Emory was 
founded, and built one of the first 
houses in the town. At the age of 15 
young Mixon began his preparation 
for college under Dr. Mell. who later 
became chancellor of the state univer- 
sity; he entered Emory in 1841, and 
finished in 1845, with the fifth class ever 
graduated, taking third honor.

Methodist minister. After having 
taught continually for forty-four 
years, he left off the work in 1895. 

Oldest Living Few. 

Mr. Mixon was present at the cele- 
bration of the seventieth anniversary 
of the founding of Few Literary So- 
ciety, of which he is the second oldest 
living member, on October 29, having 
been driven from his home through a 
severely cold wind to be present. At 
these exercises he made oneof the most 
interesting talks ever heard here, and

the next morning, with a rosebud in his 
buttonhole, and a genial smile, he at- 
tended and conducted chapel exercises. 

For an octogenarian Mr. Mixon is 
aman of wonderful vitality. He talks 
irterestingiy of the college in days of 
long ago, and of many of Emory’s fa- 
mous alumni. He refers to Judge La- 
rar and Thomas F. Pierce affection- 
ately as Lucius and Tom, and was on 
very intimate terms with many other 
distinguished men. 

His characterization of Judge 
Lamar, to whom President Taft, in his 
speech here, paid a high tribute by 
saying that he was one of his greatest 
sources of inspiration, was especially 
intéresting When asked if Lamar’s 
class room work was unusually bright, 
he replied that it was by no means 
brilliant, Lamar’s stronghold being de- 
bating. 

Though his life has been one of un- 
selfish service, Mr. Mixon, when asked 
if he would like to live his life over 
again, said that he might for one rea- 
son, and only one, if any--to do better 
work than he had done in his calling. 
He has always been extremely modest 
and unassuming, and said: “If I were 
to live my life over again I should 
take just as little thoyght of fame as 
I have done all of these years.’

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HE MEETS HIS FIRST LION 


While the Cartoonist Was Chasing a Wounded and Somewhat 
Peevish Rhino Across the Veldt He Came Suddenly Upon a 
Regular Lion. The Things They Said, the Things They 
Thought, and the Things John Did Make an Intensely 
Interesting Story.

He Meets His First Lion. 

Like every one who comes to Africa 
with a gun and a return ticket, I had 
two absorbing ambitions. One was to 
kill a lion and the other to live to tell 
about it. In my estimation al] the 
other animals compared to a lion as 
latitude 87% compares to the North 
Pole. I wanted to climb out of the 
Tartarin of Tarascon class of near lion 
hunters into the ranks of those who 
are entitled to remark, “Once when I 
was in Africa shooting lions,” ete. A 
dead lion bogey in the big game 
sport—-the score that every hunter 
dreams of achieving—and I was ex- 
tivmely eager to make the dream a 

reality. 

When speaking with English sports- 
men in London my first question was, 
“Did you get any lions?” If they had 
dene so. they at once arose in my esti- 
rr.ation: if not. no matter how many 
eiephants or rhinos or buffaloes they 
may have shot, they still remained,in 
the amateur class. 

On the steamer going down to Mom- 
basa the hunting talk was four-fifths 
lion and one-fifth about other game. 
The cripple who had been badly mauled 
by a lion was a person of much dis- 
tinction, even more so than the ivory 
hunter who had killed 300 elephants. 

On the railway to Nairobi every 
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eye wag on the lookout for lions and | 


every.one gazed with intense interest 
at the station of Tsavo and remember- 
eq the famous pair of man eaters that 
had terrorized that place some years 
before. 

Not Daunted by Cemetery. 

In Nairobi the men who had killed 
licns, and those who had been mauled 
by them (and there are many of the 
latter), were objects of vast concern, 
and the little cemetery with its manv 
headstoneg marked “Killed by lion,’ 
added still greater fire to my interest. 

(Consequently, when we marched out 
of Nairobi on the evening of Septem- 
ber 23, with tents and guns and 120 
men, the dominating thought was of 
lions. _ If ever any one had greater 
hope and less expectation of killing 
a lion I was the one. 

We had planned a short trip of 
from to to five weeks northeast of Na- 
robi in what is called the Tana river 
ecuntry. While there are some lions 
in that section, as there are in most 
parts of British East Africa, it is not 
considered a good lion country. Buf- 
faloes, rhinos, hippos, giraffes, and 
many varieties of smaller game are 
abundant, largely because the Tana 
river is in a bad fever belt and hunt- 
ing parties generally prefer to go else- 
where. This preliminary trip was in- 
tended to perfect our shooting, so 
that later, when in rea! lion country, 
we might be better equipped to take 
on the king of beasts with seme prom- 
ise of hitting him. 

The tree tops and corrugated iron 
roofs of Nairobi had hardly dropped 
behind a long sun-soaked hump of the 
Athi plains when I began to peel my 
eyes inquiringly for lions. All the lion 
stories that I had heard for the last 
few months paraded back and forth 
in my memory, and if ever a horizon 
Was thoroughly scanned for lion, that 
horizon just out of Nairobi was the 
one. Hartbeests in droves loped awk- 
. Wardly away from the trail and then 
turned and looked with wondering in- 
terest at us. They all seemed to be 
saying, “Why, look who's here.” Zebras 
too fat to run trotted off and also 
turned to observe the invaders. Gazelles 
cid the same, and away off in the 
distance a few wildebeests went gal. 
loping slowly to a safe distance hac 
they only Known it, for up to the 
heur when I canteredg forth from Nai- 
robi in quest of lions and rhinos )} 
had not shot at anything for three 
years, nor hit anything for ten. 

Nary a Lion’s Roar. 

Night came on—the black sudden 
night of Africa—and we went into 
camp four miles from Nairobi without 
ever having heard the welcome roar 
of a lion. It was a distinct disap- 
pointment. I remembered the. story 
about the lions that stampeded the 
zebras through the peaceful gardens

of Nairobi only a few nights before—f 
also the report that some man eaters 
had been recently partaking of nour- 
ishment along the very § road upon 
which we were now camping. I also 
remembered hearing that lions had 
been seen prowling around the edge} 
of the town and that the Athi plains 
a time-honored habitat of the lion 
family. On the other hand, I thought 
of Mr. Roosevelt, who had recently! 
been reducing the gupply. I also 
remembered how many hunters had | 
two different hunting trips to 
Africa, always looking for lions, but 
without success. 

During our first three days of 
marching we looked industriously for 
lions: On broad, grassy plain, In low 
on the slopes of low hills— 
everywhere we looked for him, or 
If a flock of vultures circled 
above a distant spot we went over 
at onee in the hope of surprising a 
lion at his kill. Every reed bed was 
promptly investigated, every dry 
nullah was explored. McMillan’s farm, 
which ts a farm only in name, was 
scoured without even a sign or a hint 
that a lion lurked thereabouts. Mr. 
McMillan has four lions {n a cage, 
but they snarled so savagely that we 
hastened away to look for lions else- 
This second day we crossed 
river, the third day we 
Nduraga river. and the 
we camped down on the 
Here we struck a clew. 
settlers came over and 
told us that lions had been heard the 
night before near their ranch house 
on the slopes of Donyo Sabuk, a high 
solitary round top mountain rising 
from the Athi plains, and we de- 
termined to organize our first lion 
hunt. It was here that Mr. Lucas was 
killed by a lion a short time ago. 

How to Drive Lions. 

A lion hunt, or lion drive, is quite 
a ceremony. You take 30 or 40 na- 
tives, go to the place where the lion 
was heard, and then beat every Dit 
of cover in the hope of searing out 
the beasts. Lions are fond of lying 
up during the day In dry.reed beds, 
and when you go out looking for them 
are most likely to find them in 
piaces. 
We started, 
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where 
the Nairobi 
crossed the 
fourth day 
Athi river.

three of us, with 40 
porters, -at about daybreak. af °F 
o'clock we had climbed up the side 
of the mountain to the spot where 
the lions were supposed to be lurking 
—a long reed-filled cleft in the side 
of the slope. The porters were sent 
up to one end of the reed bed, 20 on 
each side, while we went below to 
where the lon would probably be 
driven out by their shouting and 
noise. They bombarded the reeds with 
stones while we waited, with rifles 
ready, for the angry creature to dash 
out in our vicinity. It was an inter- 
esting wait, with plenty of food for 
thought. I wondered why the Eng- 
lishmen had not come out to get the 
lions themselves, and then remember- 
ed that one of them had been mauled 
by a lion and had henceforth remain- 
ed neutral in all lion fights. I won- 
dered many other things which I have 
now forgotten. I was quite busy won- 
dering for some time as I waited. In 
the meantime the lions failed to ap- 
pear. , 


Nothing Doing in Lionas. 

Bush buck, water buck and lots of 
other herbivora appeared, but no car- 
nivora. We raked the reed bed fore 
and aft, and combed the long grass 
in every direction. A young rhino 
was startied in his morning nap, Tran 
around excitedly for a while, and then 
trotted off. Birds of many varieties 
fluttered up and wondered what the 
racket was about. At 10 o'clock we 


their part of the program, and that 
no further deve@pments were to be ex- 
pected. So we marched back home- 
ward, got mixed up with another rhino, 
and finally gained camp, seven miies 
away, just as our hunger had reached 
an advanced stage. 

The next day we marched to the 
Theka Theka river, then to Punda Mil- 
la, and then to Fort Hall. Some one 
claimed to have heard a lion out from 
early fh the morning, but 
[I more than half suspect it was one 
of our porters who reverberates when 
he sleeps. From Fort Hal! we crossed 
the Tana and made three marches

down the river. Rhinos were every- 


where jumping out from behind bush- 
es when least expected, and in many 
ways behaving in a most diverting 
way. For a time we forgot lions 
while dodging rhinos. There were doz- 
ens of them in th® thick, low scrub, 
with now and then a bunch of eland, 
or a herd of water buck, or a few hun. 
dred of the ubiquitous kKongoni. 


And Still No Leo Africanus. 


We camped in a beautiful spot down 
on the Tana. The country looked like 
graceful trees scattered 
about on the rolling lawn-like hills 
On all sides was game in great profu- 
sion. Hippos played about in the riv- 
er, baboons scampered about on the 
edge of the water, monkeys chattered 
in the trees and it seemed as though 
nearly all of the 800 varieties of East 
African birds gave us a morning sere- 
nade. A five minutes’ walk from camp 
would show you a rhino, while from 
the top of any knoll one cou'd lostk 
across a vast swedp of hills upon which 
almost countless numbers of zebra, 
kongoni, and other animals might be 
seen. 

But never a lion. It certainly looked 
discouraging. 

As a form of pleasant excitement 
we began to photograph rhinos. Mr. 
Akley took out his moving picture 
machine, advanced it cautiously to 
within a few yards of the unsuspect- 
ing rhino, and then we tried to pro- 
voke a charge. We took a dozen or 
more rhinos in this way, often ap- 
proaching to within a few yards, and 
if there fs any more exciting diver- 
sion I don't know what it is. I have 
looped the loop and there its no com- 
parison. It {s more like being am- 
bushed by Filipino insurgwents—that 
is, it's the same kind of excitement, 
with more danger. 

One day it was necessary to shoot a 
big bull rhino. He staggered and fell. 
but at once got up and trotted over a 
hill. Having wounded him ft was 
then necessary for me to follow him, 
which I did for three blazing hours. 
From 9 o'clock till 12 I followed, with 
the sun beating down on the dry, 
grass covered hills as though it meant 
to burn up everything beneath it. If 
any one had asked me, “Is it hot 
enough for you?” I should have 
answered, “Yes” without. a moment’s 
hesitation. The horizon shimmered in 
waves of heat. From the top of one 
hill I could see my rhino half a mile 
away on the slope of another. When 
I reached the slope he was a mile 
farther on. I began to think he was 
a mirage. For a wounded animal. 
with two 6500-grain shells in his 
shoulder, he was the most astonishing 
example of vitality I have ever seen. 
He would have been safe against a 
Gatling gun. There were some low 
trges a mile farther on, and I plodded 
doggedly on in the hope of getting a 
little relief from the sun. As I drew 
near [I noticed a rhino standing under 
the trees, but he was not the wounded 
one. I decided that the shade was in- 
sufficient for both of us and moved 
gradually on, four feet at a step. 
Across the valley, on the Slope of an- 
other blistered hill, stood the one I 
was looking for. He didn't seem to 
be in the chastened mood’ of one who 
is about to die. He seemed vexed 
about something, probably the two 
cordite shells he was carrying. I at 
last came up within a hundred yards 
of him. He had gotten my wind and 
was facing me with tail nervously 
erect. The tail of a rhino is an in- 
fallible barometer of his state of mind. 
With his short sight I knew that he 
could not see me at that distance, but 
I knew that he had detected the direc- 
tion in which danger tay. By slowly 
moving ahead the distance was cut 
to about 70 yards, which was not too 
far away in an open country with a 
wounded rhino in the foreground. 1! 
resolved to shoot before he charged 
or before he ran away, and so I pre- 
pared to end the long chase with an 
unerring shot. 


At Last: “Simba!” 

Suddenly a sound struck my ear 
that acted upon me like an electric 
shock. 

“Simba!” 

It was the one word that I had been 
hoping to hear ever. since leaving 
Nairobi, for the word means “lion,.”’ 
My Somali gunbearer was eagerly 
pointing toward a lone tree that stood 
100 yards off to the left. A huge hulk- 


ing animal was slowly moving away 
from it. It was my first glimpse of 
a wild lion. He was half concealed in 
the tall dry grass and in a few seconds 
had entirely disappeared from view. 
We rushed after him. The rhino was 
completely forgotten and was left to 
charge or run away as he fit. 
When we reached the spot where the 
lion was last seen there was no trace 
of him. He apparently was not “as 
brave as a lion.” We followed the 
course that he presumably took and 
presently reached the crest of a ridge. 
Then the second gunbearer, a keen- 
eyed Kikuyu, discovered the lion 300 
yards off to the right. After reaching 
the top of the hill the animal uad 
swung directly off at right angle with 
the idea of reaching cover in a dry 
creek bed some distance, away. I 
started to shoot at 300 yards, but be- 
fore I could take a careful aim the 
lion had disappeared in the grass. 
For an hour We thrashed the 
high reeds in the dry creek bed with 
never a sign of the king of beasts. He 
had apparently abdicated. He had 
vanished so completely that I thought 
he had escaped toward some low hills 
a mile farther on. . The. disappoint- 
ment of seeing a lion and not getting 
it, or at least shooting at it, was keen 
to a degree that actually hurt. 
Rhino Gets Away. 


There was nothing left but to re- 
sume our chase after the wounded

rhino, It was like going back to 
work after a pleasant two weeks’ va- 
cation. We presently found him on a 
far distant hill, and after an hour's 
tramp in the sun We came up to him 
ia the middle of the rolling prairie. 
There was not a tree for a mile, nor 
a single avenue of escape in case he 
charged. Horticulture had never in- 
terested me especially, but just at this 
moment I think a tree, even a thorn 
tree, would have been a pleasant sub- 
ject for intimate study. However, to 
make a long story longer, I shot him 
at 100 yards and felt certain that both: 
shells struck. Yet he wheeled around 
and, stumbling occasionally, was off 
like a railway train. Again we fol- 
lowed, two miles of desperate tramp- 
ing in that merciless sun, up hills and 
down hills, until finally we entirely 
lost all trace of him. It was now 2 
o'clock. I had eaten nothing since 5 
in the morning, my water bottle was 
so nearly empty that I dared take only 
a swallow at a time, my knees were 
sore from climbing hills and wading 
through the tall, dry prairie grass, 
and I decided to give up this endless 
pursuit of arhino who wouldn't die 
after being hit with four’ cordite 
shells. 

The dry creek bed lay in the course 
of our homeward march and we re- 
solved to take a final look at it. There 
seemed no likelihood that the lion 
Was there and we walked into the place 
with the supreme courage of one who 
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doesn’t expect to find anything hostile. 

My head gunbearer and I had crossed 

and were walking down in the grass 

at one side. My second gunbearer was 

on the opposite side, and the stillness 

of death hung over the burning plain 
Lion Found Again. 

There was not a sign of life in any 
direction. The second gunbearer was 
instructed to set fire to the grass in 
the hope of awaking some protest 
from the lion in case he was sti in 
the vicinity. There was a dry crack- 
ling of flames, and before we could 
count ten a deep growl came from 
somewhere in front of me, evidently 
on one of the edges of the creek bed. 
The second gunbearer was the first to 
locate him, and he signaled for me to 
come over on his side of the creek. 
im @ moment I had dashed down and 
had climbed out on the other side 
and was eagerly gazing at a clump of 
bushes indigated by the kikuyu. 
first I could distinguish nothing, but 
soon I saw the tawny flanks and the 
lashing tail of the lion. 
hidden by the bushes. 
we were about 100 yards from him 
and it was necessary to circle off to 
a point where the rest of his body 
could be seen. A little side ravine 
intervened, and I had to cross it and 
come directly down through the clump 
of bushes. The grass was 
it was not until I had come within 
40 yards of the lion that I could get 
a clear view of him. He was glaring 
at me, with tail waving angrily, 
his mouth was opened in a savage 
srar). I could see that -he didn't 
Ifke me.

‘We ap- 
proached cautiously, always remem. 
bering that the real danger of lion 
hunting comes after the lion has been 
shot. We threw stones in the grass 
where he had lain. but no a@nswering 
growl was heard. I thought he was 
dead, but when we finally reached the 
spot where he had been there was no 
sign of him. He had vanished again. 
1 searched the ravine and then crossed 
to the high grass on. the other side. 
him for an instant half 
concealed, just fn front of us. His head 
was hanging and he looked as though 
he had been hard hit. Again he dis- 
appeared, and we searched high and 
ow for him. For several hundred 
feet we beat the grass without result. 

Then the grass was again fired and 
again the hoarse growl came in angry 
protest. Walking slowly, with guns 
ready for instant use, we advanced 
until we could see him under a tree 
seventy yards ahead on my Side of the 
ravine. He was growling angrily. This 
time I used the double-barreled cordlfte 
rifle and the first shot struck him in 
the forehead without knocking him 
down. He sprang up and the second 
shot stretched him out. He was still 
alive when I came up to him, and a 
smal! bullet was fired into the base of 
his brain to reduce the danger of @ 
final charge. 

Dead as Caecsar. 

Old hunters always caution one 
about approaching a dying lion, for 
often the beast musters up unexpect- 
ed vitality, makes a final charge, kills 
somebody, and then dies happy. So we 
waited a few feet away until the last 
quiver of his sides had passed. One 
of the boys pu!led his tail and shook 
him. but there was no sign of life. He 
was extinct. 

A new danger now threatened. The 
grass fire that the second gunbearer 
had started was sweeping the prairie, 
fanned by a strong wind, and there 
seemed to be not only the danger of 
abandoning the lion but of being 
forced to flee before the flames. So 
we fell to work beating out the near- 
est fires, and trusted that a shifting 
wind would send the course of the 
flames in another direction. 

It was now 4 o'clock. We were 
9 miles from camp and food, and we 
knew that at 6 o'clock darkness would 
suddenly descend, leaving us out in a 
rhino infested country, far from.camp, 
The water was near.y gone and the 
general outlook was far from pleasing. 

The gunbearers skinned the lion. 
My first shot had struck one of his 
back teeth, breaking it squarely off, 
and then passing through the fleshy 
part of the neck. It was a wound 
that would startle, but not kill. The 
second shot had hit him between the 
eyes, but had glanced off the skull, 
mherely ripping open the skin on the 
forehead for five inches. The third 
shell had killed him, except for the 
convulsive heaving that was finally 
stilled by the small bullet in the base 
of the brain. 

‘Native Poor Photographer. 

The skinning was interesting. All 
the fat in certain parts of the body 
was saved, for the East Indians bid 
high for it and use it as a lubricant 
for rheumatic pains. Tne two shoul- 
der blades are always saved and are 
considered a valuable trophy. They 
are little bones three inches long, un- 
attached and floating, and have long 
since ceased to perform any function 
in the working of the body. The 
broken tooth was found and saved.and, 
of course, a photograph was taken. 
My gunbearer took the picture, and 
when it was developed there was only 
part of the lion and part of the lion 
slayer visible. It was a good picture 
of the tree, however. 

At 4:30 the homeward march was 
begun. At 6:30 two rhinos blocked 


the path and one of them had to 
shot. At 6 we were still several miles 
from camp with the country wrapped 
in darkness. The water was gone and 
only one shell remained for the big 
game. Somewhere ahead were miles 
of thorn scrub in which there might 
be rhinos or buffaloes. Two days be- 
fore I had killed two large buffaloes in 
the district through which we must 
pass, and there was every likelihood 
of others still being there. At 7 we 
were hopelessly lost in a wide stretch 
of hippo grass, and I had to fire a 
shot, in the hope of getting an an- 
swering shot from camp In a couple 
of moments we heard the distant shot, 
and then pressed on toward camp. The 
lion had been carried on ahead while 
we had stepped with the rhino, and so 
the news had reached camp before us. A 
long line of porters came out to greet

| good price to pay even for a lion, but 
‘that night, as I finally stretched out in 


and | 


my cot, I was conscious from time to 
time of a glow of pleasure that swept 
over me. It seemed that of all human 
gratifications there was none equal to 
that experienced by the man who has 
killed his first lion. 

Gets His First Rhino. 

My second lion experience came 
three days later. With a couple of 
tents and about forty porters our party 
of four had marched across to a point 
a couple of miles from where I had 
Killed the lion. We hoped to put tn a 
day or two looking for Hons, some of 
which had been reported in that dis- 
trict. The porters went on ahead with 
the camp equipment, while we came 
along more solwly. Mr. Akeley had 
taken some close range photographs 
of rhinos, and we were just on the 
point of starting direct for the new 
camp when weranacrosstwo enormous 
rhinos standing in the open plain. One 
was extremely large, with an excel- 
lent pair of horns, and it was arranged 
that I should try to secure this one 
as a trophy, while Mr. Akeley secured 
a photograph of the event. At thirty- 
five yards I shot the larger one of the 
two, and it dropped in its tracks The 
other started to charge, but was finally 
driven away by shouting and by shots 
fired in the air. The photograph was 
excellent and quite dramatic. 

For an hour the gunbearers worked 
‘on the dead rhino and finally secured 
the head and feet and certain desir- 
able parts of the skin. At noon we 
resumed our march for camp, two or 
three miles away. We had hardly 
gone half the distance when one of the 
tent boys was seen far ahead riding 
the one mule that we had dared to 
bring down the Tana river. It was 
evident that something important had 


occurred and we hurried on to meet 
him. — 
“Simba” Again. 

“Siba!”’ he shouted as soon as he 
could be heard. In a moment we had 
the datails. One of the syces had seen 
two lions, a large male and a female, 
quite near the camp. Porters were in- 
structed to watch the beasts until we 
should arrive, and now were supposed 
to be in touch with them. We omitted 
luncheon and struck off at once in the 
direction indicated by the tent ooy. 
We svon came up to the porters and an 
instant later saw the lions. It was a 
beautiful sight. The two animals were 
majestically walking up the rocky 
siope Of a low, fire scorched hill a few 
hundreds yards away. The lion was a 
splendid beast, with all the splendid 
dignity of one who fears nothing in 
the whoie wide world. From time to 
time the two lions stopped and looked 
back at us, but with no sign of fear. 
Several times they lay down, but soon 
would resume their stately course up 
among the rocks. 

I shall never forget the picture that 


bet lay before me. 


It was as though some 
lion painting of Gerome or 
Landseer had come to life, sometimes 
the animals being outlined clearly 
against the blue sky and at other 
times standing, with splendia heads 
erect, upon the rocks of the low ridge 
that rose ahead of us. 
Stalking on the Hill. 

We stalked them easily. Several 
porters were left where the lions would 
constantly see them, while we three, 
Akeley, Stephenson and I, with our 
six gunbearers, worked around the 
base of the hill until we were able to 
climb up on the crest of it, being thus 
constantly screened from the view of 
the lions. At the crest was an abrupt 
outcropping of blacekened rocks, where 
we stopped to locate the two animals. 
They were nowhere to be seen. Twenty- 
five yards further along on the crest 
was another little ledge of rocks, and 
we worked our way silently along to 
it in the expectation that the lions 


famous 


might have advanced that far. But 
even then our search disclosed nothing. 
For some time we waited, scouring the 
neighborhood with our glasses, and 
had almost reached the conclusion that 
the lions had made off down the other 
side of the hill and had reached the 
ecver of a shallow ravine some dis- 
tance off. Then we saw them-—ex- 
actly where we had last seen them 
before we had started our walk. They 
together, and showed _no 
nor knowledge of our 
presence so near them. At this time 
they were 110 yards away. They lay 
down again behind the rocks, and w® 
waited twenty minutes for them to 
srow themselves again. Off to our 
right and in the valley anc ther large 
male lion appeared and moved slowly 
away among the low scrub trees. 

Finally we decided to rouse the twe 
lions by shouting, but before this de- 
cision could be carried out the male 
rose above the rocks and stood plainly 
in view. It had previously been ar- 
ranged that Mr. Stephenson should try 
for the male, while I should try for 
the female. In an instant he fired with 
his big rifle, the lion whirled around 
and then started running down the hill 
to the right. 

Hits the Lioness. 

Then the Honess appeared and I 
wounded her with my first shot. She 
ran out into the cpen toward us, but 
evidently without knowing from where 
the firing came. A second Shot was 
better placed, and I saw her collapse 
in her tracks. Leaving the lioness, I 
went down to where Stephenson had 
followed the lion. Several shots had 
been fired, but the lion was still run- 
ning, although badly wounded. Just 
as he reached a small tree down on 
the slope a shot was put into a vital 
spot, and the lion went wildly over 
on his side. Even then he managed 
to drag himself under the smal] bushes 
surrounding the tree, when a moment 
later Mr. Stephenson killed him with a 
shot from his .318 Mauser. 

We measured and photogtaphed the 
lion, and then I took my camera to get 
a picture of the dead lioness up on the 
ridge. She was sitting up snarling, 
and I was the most surprised person 
in the world. I shot at her and she 
ran 50 yards to a small tree, where 
she came to a stop. Two more shots 
from my big gun finished her, and 
then the photograph was finally se- 
cured. ~ 

Leaving the porters to watch the two 
lions, we followed the third lion that 
had been seen in the valley. He had 
not gone far, and we soon found him, 
but too far away to get a shot. For 
ar hour we followed him, but he finally 
disappeared and could not be located 
again. 7 

It was sundown when our porters 
reached camp with the two lions, and 
it was then that we ate our long de- 
ferred luncheon.

Plains and within a couple of miles of 
where we had killed the lIfon and 
lioness a week before. We followed 
them and came up with them after a 
brisk walk of ten minutes. Both were 
hiding in the grass near the crest of 
the slope, and we could see their ears 
and eves above the long grass.

This was our last experience with

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Roughly speaking, the original for- 
est areas of the United States can 
readily be divided into five regions; 
the northern, the southern, the cen- 
tral, the Rocky mountain and the Pa- 
cific. ‘The northern forest covered the 
New England and Middle Atlantic 
states and the Lake states; the central 
forest, the great river valleys west of 
the Appalachians and north of the Gulf 
states; the southern forest, the Atlantic 
and Gulf seaboard from New Jersey 
through Texas, and the Rocky moun- 
tain and Pacific forests, the regions 
whose names they take. Each of these, 
with the exception of the Rocky moun- 
tain forest, which had far less than 
the others, originally contained about 
one-fourth of the total supply of tim- 
ber of the United States. The south- 
ern type, the subject of this article, 
widened out southward and westward 
from New Jersey through Virginia, the 
Carolinas, Alabama, and the Gulf states 
into Arkansas and a part of Missour! 
and Oklahoma, It is mainly a conif- 
erous forest in which the yellow pines 
heavily predominate. Interspersed 
with the pines are cypress, oak, gum, 
magnolia, yellow poplar and a variety 
of other hardwoods. The total origi- 
nal area of this forest was about 220,- 
000,000 acres, and it contained at least 
one thousand billion feet of timber. 
All of the forSsts have been reduced 
by cutting, clearing and fire. The 
southern forest now contains one hun- 
dred and fifty million acres and five 
hundred billion board feet; or, in other 
words, since the development of the 
country began it has been reduced in 
extent by one-fourth and in produc- 
tion by one-half. Even now, how- 
ever, one of the chief sources of natu- 
ral wealth in the south lies in its for- 
ests, and what remains stil! forms the 
most important body of timber in the 
United States, for, though the great 
forest of the Pacific coast contain 
more timber, they yield only a few 
varieties and are comparatively far 
from market. The care of the south 
ern forests, therefore, presents a 
wonderful opportunity to the people 
of the south; for if the remaining for- 
est is wisely used,andif the lumber 


interests that are coming in from the 
exhausted woodlands of the north will 
practice sound forest management, the 
south can easily become the chief per- 
manent source of timber in the coun-

More than ten thousand saw milis,.

ern States. They employ at least 120,- | 
000 men, or 60 per cent of all the la- | 
bor engaged in the iumber industry | 
in the United States. During the last| 
quarter of a century, the capital in- 
vested in southern logging and milling 
has risen from $20,000,000 to $190,- 
000,000, and the wage of the labor em- 
ployed has increased six fold. The 
manufacturing of lumber, with an an- 
nual output valued at nearly $200,000,- 
000, is outranked by only one industry, 
agriculture, and {s exceeded in value 
only by the cotton crop. 

It is of great importance that this 
vast source of wealth be fully con- 
served through wise use. In some 
regions, since timber grows slowly, 
and individuals and states can not 
readily take up long time investments, 
it is right and just that the national 
government should step in and help 
conserve the supply through the estab- 
lishment of national forests, as for 
instance, in the Southern Appalachian 
region. 

But in any event, lumbermen and 
owners of timber land should not walt 
inactively for this condition to be 
brought about. They should do all in 
their power to work for such a con- 
summation for the gooa ofr the future 
south. In many cases, it has been 
held that the proper management of 
the present supply will work only for 
the advantage of future generations. 
Even if this were true, would it not be 
worth while to work for such an end? 
But, as a matter of fact, most of those 
who are engaged im ene lumber busi- 
ness today will live to see the fruits 
of forestry.

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Consuls Demand Punish- 
ment of Chinese Judge. 


Shanghai, February 12.—(Publisherg 
Press Special.)—-The foreign consuls 
here have taken up the case of a for- 
eign rice dealer who has been most 
brutally dealt with by a local magis- 
trate. When the consuls demanded the 
release of the man the magistrate in- 
flicted on him a punishment of 2,000 
blows because the foreign consuls were 
causing trouble on his behalf. 

Later he heard that two Chinese 
had been arrested in the settlement in 
connection with the arreSt of the pris- 
oner, on whom he thereupon inflicted a 
further 2,000 blows. When a forma! 
demand for the release of the prisoner 
from the mixed court magistrate, at 
the instance of the consuls, was made 
the city magistrate ordered another 
2,000 blows to be meted out to the de- 


tained man. The prisoner's condition

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FIGHT TO PRESERVE RECORDS 
MEETING WITH APPROVAL 


State Editor Again Urges 
Chapters to Appoint Spe- 
cial Committee to Visit 
Local Courthouses. 


We are pleased to note that The 
Constitution has editorially joined in 
our fight to preserve the county rec- 
ords of Georgia. A strong editorial of 
January 31 says in conclusion: 

“The Daughters of the American 
Revolution can consecrate themselves 
to no more constructive or patriotic la- 
bor than in exercising vigilance in the 
direction outlined. The chief reproach 
is that it should remain for the women 
of the state to initiate the adequate 
reform.” 

Our order is pledged to this work, 
and we zealously assume the task be- 
cause we do not wish the women of 
the future to be confronted with the 
labor and disappointment that many 
of the cood women of this day have 
met in hunting up their genealogy. 

We do not want the historian of the 
future to throw down his pen with an 
exclamation of regret because he can 
find no facts to aid him in writing 
the history of the counties of the state. 

In this work the Daughters of the 
American Revolution need the help of 
the especially the weekly press. 
We want these weekly newspapers to 
bring to the attention of the county 
authorities and the public-at-large the 
requirements of the law, that both the 
clerk of the superior court and the 
ordinary shall keep copies of each is- 
sue of the newspaper in which legal 
advertisements appear, well bound and 


press, 


preserved for inspection with other 
records. 

That copies of the county tax digests 
shall be preserved in the office of the 
ordinary and the office of the tax col- 
lector. 

The law requires two copies of the 
newspapers and two of the tax digest, 
in order to more certainly save one 
for posterity should the other happen 
to become destroyed. In our article of 
January 16 we endeavored to show 
how important these records are, and 
how much more important they will be 
in the future as a history of the coun- 
ty, and called attention to the lament- 
able fact that Georgia could furnish no 
list of her inhabitants prior to the 
vear 1867 because of the destruction of 
these tax digests. 

The pity of it all is that the able 
editors of the county newspapers 
should expend so much labor and 
money in hunting up and printing a 
weekly record of their counties, and 
then see that work in a few years en- 
tirely obliterated. 

Mr. Editor, the neglect that brought 
about the total loss of the hewspapers 
of your county which preceded that 
you now print, will surely work the 


destruction of your newspaper records 


unless a stop is put to this waste. 

We again urge each chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
to appoint a special committee to visit 
their county courthouse and investi- 
gate the condition of these county rec- 
ords. If the D. A. R.'s of Georgia can 
induce the county authorities and the 
grand juries to take hold of this mat- 
ter and see that these county news- 
papers and tax digests are properly 
bound and securely kept, we know 
they will go further and see that all 


other records are well cared for.

Savannah, Ga, February 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) ——The approach of Georgia Day. 
which is the anniversary of the landing 
of General Oglethorpe on Georgia soil, 
gives added interest to the plans made 
for the unveiling of a monument to 
General Oglethorpe in Savannah, to 
commemorate his deeds and life, and 
especially what he did for the colony 
of Gecrgia after founding it. 

It was announced today that the un- 
veiling will occur during May, probably 
ebout the fifteenth. 

This igs the first definite announce- 
ment of any approximate time for the 
ceremonies that will attend the public 
dedication of the statue and monument. 
The plans that have been made for it 
are sure of being carried out, and in- 
clude the presence in Savannah of the 
governors of South Carolina, Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia, and of at least 
10,000 militiamen from the four arms of 
the service, infantry, cavalry, artillery 
and nava! militia, from the four states. 
It is expected, of course, that Georgia 
will furnish the bulk of the troops. 
Fifteen hundred Savannah soldiers will 
be in line with big battalions from 
Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, and other 
Georgia cities, withall the crack com- 
mands of South Carolina, Florida and 
Alabama cities. 

The formal exercises, it is expected, 
will continue longer than one day, 
with banquets, a giant parade, the 
ceremony of the unvelling, etc. It is 
expected that many distinguished men, 
in addition to the four governors with 
their resplendent staffs, will be pres- 
ent. However, because of the pecullar 
interest the four states have in the 
work that was accomplished by Gener- 
al Oglethorpe, the quartet of gover- 
rors will be the principal guests of the 
city.

When the near beer places opened in 
Atlanta and other cities in Georgia, 
dispensing a so-called near beer to 
men, those so-called soft drink places, 
together with the soda founts which 
also sold a near beer, were under no 
special police regulations, nor did they 
pay to the city, county or state any 
license for selling alcoholic supplies. 
But so soon as the effect that the sales 
from these near beer places were hav- 
ing on the rapid increase in police ar- 
rests was noticed, some steps were 
taken by the different municipalities 
not only to secure a_ share of the 
profits, but to place the emporiums un- 
der police regulations, as the old 
saloons had been. As the old saloons 
in Atlanta, for instance, had been per- 
fectly willing to pay the city $1,000 a 
year license before prohibition, the 
small license, comparatively speaking, 
now placed on them, which many law- 
years believe could have been suc- 
cessfully fought in the courts, was 
willingly paid. In the meantime, what 
happened in Atlanta as promptly took 
place in Macon, Augusta, Columbus 
and even in some of the samller cities, 
previously “dry” under local option. 
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insure uS a compensating program at 
the meeting on November 8, 3 and 4 at 
Athens. 

A committee on civil service was 
ordered appointed and a committee to 
consider some better method of 
financing the work of the Federation 
was ordered to be created and to re- 
port at the Athens meeting. 

Resolutions were passed indorsing 
the work of County School Commis- 
sioner M. L. Brittain, of Fulton, and 
urging him to remain in the work of 
the public school system of Georgia.
